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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/8/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments that Legrande requires a graphite 
conductive material, while this is true, the claims do not exclude other particulate 
electrically conductive materials. Due to the transitional phrase "comprising" in the 
beginning of the claim, the claim is not limited to only one particulate electrically 
conductive material. The claim does, however, limit one of the particulate electrically 
conductive materials to a metal or metal oxide mixture. While the Examiner appreciates 
applicant's offer to reword the claim such that any particulate electrically conductive 
materials other than a metal or metal oxide are excluded, this would require further 
search and consideration. 

In response to applicant's arguments that the claims require a resisitivity of no 
greater than 1 ohm per square, The Office realizes that all of the claimed effects or 
physical properties are not positively stated by the reference(s). However, the 
reference(s) teaches all of the claimed ingredients. Therefore, the claimed effects and 
physical properties, i.e. a resisitivity of no greater than 1 ohm per square would implicitly 
be achieved by a composite with all the claimed ingredients. If it is the applicant's 
position that this would not be the case: (1) evidence would need to be provided to 
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support the applicant's position; and (2) it would be the Office's position that the 
application contains inadequate disclosure. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding the combination of Legrande and 
Durand, the Examiner incorrectly stated that the two references were drawn to 
conductive inks. A more accurate description is conductive coatings or conductive 
polymers. In addition, while Durand is a physically dried coating, it contains functionality 
that allows it to be radiation cured as well. Therefore, both are in fact within the same 
field of endeavor. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding Batting, please see the above 
response regarding Durand.
